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WEST NEEDS A FRESH APPROACH 
More and more responsible statesmen and 
business leaders are coming to realize that 
the free world is approaching a crossroads in 
its economic affairs. 
When Western Europe was flat on its back 
after World War II, the United States re­ 
sponded with the Marshall Plan, as it had to 
if the Communists were to be kept at bay. 
Through that boldly conceived program of 
assistance, the European countries rebuilt 
their economies and put down the threat. 
The Marshall Plan was designed as a four- 
year program, .to end July I, 1952. In mid- 
course the Korean war broke out, however, 
spurring the great western defense effort 
under NATO. And so aid to Europe has 
continued, though now’ all but a fraction 
is direct military assistance and the re­ 
mainder indirectly serves military' ends. 
Even had there been no NATO require­ 
ments. it is clear that foreign economic aid 
would have gone on beyond the 1952 dead­ 
line originally set. Today’s assistance, though 
styled military', is in considerable degree 
economic. 
The question of how long to continue such j 
aid is the problem that brings the West to 
the crossroads. In the stage when European 
nations were in fact recovering from pa- I 
ralysis, the wisdom of the plan seemed 
obvious. But Europe today has left that 
stage behind. 
The problem now is different. Europe for 
the most part is producing well, but it is not 
earning its way. For one prime reason—it 
cannot find adequate outlets for the goods 
it makes. So it cannot pay for all the things 
it must import. 
Before the big war. Western Europe 
traded w ith Eastern Europe. The Iron Cur­ 
tain and the West’s own restrictions now 
keep that commerce to a trickle. But our 
friends abroad have not yet discovered the 
trade substitute—if any exists— for East­ 
ern Europe. In the meantime, our aid has 
helped keep the free nations bailed out. 
Yet that policy is artificial, a stop-gap that 
merely puts off the day of reckoning. The 
U. S. and the whole West need a new’ policy, 
a comprehensive economic program that will 
seek a proper flow of trade among the free 
countries 
to their 
mutual 
benefit 
and 
'strength. 
We learn now* that the U. S. Council of 
the International Chamber of Commerce, 
headed by George A. Sloan, is preparing a 
series of policy recommendations covering 
the entire field of American commercial and 
monetary policy. 
These it will present to 
General Eisenhower’s new administration 
next year as a fresh approach. 
The council’s efforts will be welcomed. 
They could hardly be more timely. The com­ 
ing White House change-over and rising 
need for new solutions make this plain. And, 
in the light of the council’s past contributions 
to progress in this field, there is little doubt 
the proposals will be helpful and construc­ 
tive in giving our foreign economic policy 
wise guidance toward new channels.

That Body of Yours

ZENGER SCHOOL

TH E PROBLEM O F t4CTATICA 
Some years ago physicians w ere of the opinion 
th a t while sciatica (the severe pain running from . 
buttock dowm the leg to the foot) was caused in 
m ost cases by infection (teeth, tonsils, gall bladder) 
and in the rem aining cases by injury, such as strain 
of the sacro-iliac joint (betw een the hip bone and 
the bone situated like a wedge betw een the two hip 
bones». So common w«is this injury which caused 
low' back pain and sciatica th at the sym ptom s were 
called sacroiliac disease, m any baseball players, 
particularly pitchers, being afflicted w ith it. 
D uring the past few years, the cause of prac­ 
tically all cases of sciatica, not due to infection, 
has been thought to bo caused by rupture or hernia 
of a disc (cushion betw een tw o of tho bonos of the 
spinal colum n). The rem oval of this ruptured disc 
which pressed against the roots of the sciatica 
nerve, gave the patient instant relief from his 
sciatica. 
And now it has been found th at although this 
crushed ruptured or herniated disc is the comm on­ 
est cause of sciatica, thoro are m any o ther causes.

joint, 4; strain of the joint between the lowest 
spine bone and the wedge-shaped sacrum . 4; chronic 
inflam m ation of the roots of nerves running from 
spinal colmn, 3; and 6 o th er conditions. I of each. 
T here were 6 other explorations into the tissues 
w here no caus** was found. 
In herniated disc, the commonest cause of scia­ 
tica, there is usually pain in hack of thigh; 50 per 
cent of cases gave a history' of exertion o r injury' in 
which pain cam** on w ith the back bent as in lift­ 
ing an object. The pain startin g in lower back or 
back of thigh m ay extend down hack and sick* of 
thigh to knee o r into the calf to the ankle and foot. 
G enerally speaking, pain that is worse at night 
a t rest is caused by infection w hereas pain m ade 
worse by w ork or exercise is die* to injury How­ 
ever. injury' and infection m ay both be present at 
the same time.

Figuring Right Play 
lsnft Difficult Here 


By PSW ALD JACOBY 
W ritten for NKA Service 
A very interesting bridge book. 
“More Bridge Quizzes.” has just 
been sent to me by its English 
author, Ewart Kempson. In the 


j two hundred bridge hands of the 
book you see only your ow n hand 
and the dummy. 
You may be told how the first 
' two or three tricks went, and then 
you are asked to plan the rest of 
the hand. 
For today's hand I have selected 
one of the most interesting prob­ 
lems in Kcmpson s collection and 
have Ailed in the defending hands. 
The question is how to play the 
hand in such a way as to give 
yourself the best chance for your 
slam contract. 
There la no problem at all if 
you sneak a look at the East-West 
cards. You simply lead the spade 
from dummy and finesse the jack 
from your own hand. Bridge is an 
easy game when you can see all 
the cards. 
In actual 
play, however, 
this 
would be a poor way to plan the 
campaign. You would he staking 
the slam on your ability to guess 
the spade play—when no guess at 
all could save you if West had both 
the ace and queen of spades. 
Correct play is to run four

Holiday Death Toll 
Lowest Since 1946 


(By tile Associated Press) 
The nation’s accidental death 
toll over the Thankegiving holi­ 
day, it appeared today, was the 
lowest since 1946. 
A survey showed 85 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents and 
22 lost their lives from miscel­ 
laneous causes during a 30-hour 
period. 
The 107 total compared 
with 135 last year and the 1950 
record Thanksgiving holiday toll 
of 201. 
Cold w eather and snow-packed 
and icy highways kept thousands 
of m otorists off the highways and 
the cut in travel was partially 
credited with reducing the traffic 
toll. 
This year’s traffic toll compared 
with 102 last year; 94 in 1950; 
123 in 1949; 86 in 1948; 107 in 
1947 and 69 in 1946 
National Safety Council records 
show that in the first nine months 


this 
year 
27,220 
persons 
were 
killed in highway mishaps, a rate 
of 99 every 24 hours. 
This total, 
however, covers deaths of injured 
days, weeks or months after the 
accident.

Do You Remember

With prices as they are today 
and wages for the day sometimes 
exceed the wages for a week back 
in 1914 I was interested to learn 
about Ford in the Reader's Digest I 
of May 1952. It seems the article 
is condensed from a story by 
Caret G arrett called The Wild 
Wheel. It is about Henry* Ford, 
saying in part: On a Sunday in 
1914. when the prevailing wage f 
for factory’ workers w*as a little 
over $2 per day. news suddenly 
came from Detroit that rocked 
industry to its heels. Henry’ Ford 
announced a minimum wage of 
S3 a day and cut the working day 
from nine hours to eight. 


Of course all the wiseacres be­ 
gan to say it would ruin the in­ 
dustries, it would flood Detroit 
with workers from all over. When 
Ford was interviewed he said in 
part: “If the floor sweeper s heart 
is in his job he can save us 85 a 
day just by picking up small tools 
instead of sweeping them out.” 
Later he said: “The real progress J 
of our company dates from the 
time we raised the minimum wage 
to £5. for then we increased the 
buying power of our own people. J 
and they increased the buying 
power of other people, etc.” 


Much has been w ritten about • 
Henry Ford and it all interests 
me. 
for

reads:! 
“Before Ford, the automobile had 
been a plaything for the rich. His 
public announcement of the fa­ 
mous Model T of which some run 
yet even in Ulster county, was: “I; 
will build a m otorcar for the m ul-! 
titude. It will be large enough fori 
the family, but small enough for J 
the individual to take care of. It 
will he constructed of the best ma­ 
terials, by the best men to be 
hired, after the simplest designs. 
that modern engineering can de­ 
vise. But it will be so low in price 
that no man making a good salary’ 
will be unable to own one and en­ 
joy with his family the blessings i 
of hours of pleasure in God’s 
great open spaces.” 


According to the article, the ( 
Model T could be taken apart 
with a monkey wrench and pliers, i 
damaged parts put in a gunny j 
sack, and taken to the n earest; 
Ford station where they could bel 
replaced for a nominal sum. Then 
a home mechanic could replace I t 1 
and keep it running. It was th e 1 
first “mechanical animal” owned 
by many Americans hack in those 
gay days when a Model T could 
he bought for around $300. Ford 
outfit became the “w’onder plant 
of the world for doing impossible 
things in unheard-of ways, these 
men were so fcure they could im­ 
prove on any given operation that 
anybody was welcome to come 
and look . 
. 
. even rival car 
makers. ’ As I remember a num -1 
ber of energetic young Kingston!- 
ans went to Detroit either to 
work in his plant or others. 


For 
instance 
Ford 
said, 
he 
thought 
plate 
glass 
could 
be 
made continuously in a big ribbon 
with no handwork at all. 
The 
glass experts of the world said j 
that this had been thought of be­ 
fore and tried and it could not be 
done. Ford gave the task of do­ 
ing it to men who had never been 
in a glass factory. And what hap­ 
pened. They did it with such m ar­ 
velous success that now’ all plate 
glass is made that way. 
I remember speaking to Jimmy 
Millard some time ago about their 
agency of a number of years ago. 
He had a lot of interesting things 
to tell me about the Model T 
Ford w'hich was no laughing m at­ 
ter in the early 1920’s.
